Mark  Inflation  at  Selwyn  House 

What  constitutes  mark  inflation?  Does  the  situation  at 
Selwyn  House  warrant  it?  What  about  other  schools? 
What  consequences  will  it  invoke?  Is  it  already  in 
effect?  Does  Bert  know  that  Ernie  bathes  regularly 
with  his  rubber  duck?  Is  he  jealous? 

Three  years  ago,  it  took  me  an  hour  to  calculate  my 
overall  average.

choice  schooling.  If  Marianopolis,  for  example,  cares,  they  could  easily  find  out  that  Selwyn  House  is  boosting 
marks.  Given  the  superb  track;  record  of  our  graduates,  most  CEGEPs  will  probably  be  willing  to  overlook  this 
fact.  The  possibility  exists,  however,  that  they  will  decide  that  since  Selwyn  marks  have  elevated  three  percent, 
these  marks  should  be  lowered  by  such.  Having  already  shown  that  Selwyn  House  mark  inflation  benefits  espe- 
cially those  proficient  insports  with  average  academic  records,  those  excluded  from  this  category  due  to  either 
extreme  (good  or  bad)  academic  standing  or  being  "athletically  challenged",  will  be  heavily  penalized  by  such 
action. 

Unbalanced,  the  present  system  of  mark  inflation  needs  improvement.  I  propose  a  thr  e  level  solution  whereas 
the  first  level  constitutes  the  largest  reform  on  the  largest  scale  as  well  as  the  ideal  scenario.  The  first  level 
requires  the  cooperation  of  all  of  Quebec  via  the  provincial  (so  I'm  a  bit  optimistic)  government.  It  would 
involve  thorough  high  school  leaving  exams,  in  every  subject,  that  would  test  the  student's  knowledge  with  in 
depth  applications  of  the  material;  not  the  usual  twenty-five  multiple  choice  questions.  These  exams  would  have 
to  be  written  at  Christmas  so  that  the  CEGEPs  could  receive  the  results  in  time  to  accept  or  reject  applicants. 
While  this  might  be  the  best  solution,  it's  implementation  would  border  on  the  impossible.  The  second  level 
requires  only  the  cooperation  of  CEGEPs.  As  Selwyn  House  does,  the  CEGEPs  would  have  all  applicants  write 
admission  exams  which  would  be  individually  created  for  each  program  at  each  CEGEP.  A  more  realistic  goal 
than  the  previous  solution,  this  remains  a  long-term  project.  For  the  short-term,  the  reform  must  be  within 
Selwyn  House.  Unfortunately,  there  is  very  little  we  can  do.  Mark  inflation,  in  some  form,  must  be  used.  Hiding 
this  in  the  form  of  gym  marks  and  Honours  classes,  however,  will  prove  futile.  We  must  challenge  CEGEPs  and 
other  schools  to  demonstrate  that  Selwyn  students  are  not  of  the  highest  calibre  by  blatantly  stating  that  we  are 
raising  every  students  average  by  three  percentage  points  because  our  students  are  simply  better  prepared  and 
profess  a  wider  range  of  knowledge.  Although  this  may  seem  arrogant,  it  is  the  truth.  Certainly,  this  will  raise 
havoc  in  other  schools,  CEGEPs,  and,  hopefully,  the  government.  Once  everyone  is  paying  attention,  we  must 
lead  cumulative  efforts  at  providing  equal  opportunity  to  succeed  based  potential  and  current  ability.  In  this  sys- 
tem, Selwyn  House  students  will  rightfully  succeed.

Williams:  Surfing  the  Net 


A  net  is  made  up  of  a  series  of  ties,  so  everything  in  this  world  is  con- 
nected by  a  series  of  ties.  If  anyone  thinks  tiiat  die  mesh  of  a  net  is 
an  independant,  isolated  thing,  he  is  mistaken.  It  is  called  a  net 
because  it  is  made  up  of  a  series  of  interconnected  meshes,  and  each  mesh  has  its  place  and  responibility  in  relation  to  other 
meshes.  This  fall  I  came  back  from  my  Cape  Cod  vacation  to  find  that  my  mother,  by  virtue  of  her  affiliation  to  the 
Universite  de  Montreal,  had  obtained  a  subscription  to  what  is  called  the  Internet.  I  spent  a  couple  of  weeks  "surfing"  the 
Net  and  learned  a  bit  about  the  world  called  Cyberspace.  Continued  on  page  4 
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The  Internet  is  a  global  link  up  of  modem-based  networks  where  25  million  people  share  data,  retrieve  files,  participate  in 
online  role  palying  games,  and  search  for  information.  But  since  its  beginnings  as  a  loose  conection  between  a  few  uni- 
versities, the  Internet  has  grown  into  an  online  dimension,  complete  with  its  own  language  and  laws,  called  netiquette,  and 
its  own  social  ladder. 

At  the  top  of  the  Net  food  chain  are  the  few  hackers  who  have  been  around  from  the  beginning.  These  are  called  Net  Gods 
they  have  been  everywhere  and  done  everything  there  is  to  do  on  the  Net.  A  little  less  prestigous  than  the  God  is  the 
Personality,  a  generally-recognized  online-expert.  At  the  bottom  of  this  chain  is  the  Newbie,  into  which  catagory  I  unfor- 
tunately fall.  Newbies  are  Internet  rookies:  clumsy,  uninformed  and  often  irritating. 

When  on  the  Net,  beware:  a  clumsy  faux  pas  can  cost  you.  Netiquette  is  very  important  to  Internet  types,  and  when  Gods 
get  mad,  their  revenge  is  swift  and  total.  For  instance,  last  summer  in  California,  a  couple  who  ran  an  immigration  service 
spammed  a  message  that  advertised  their  company.  When  a  message  is  spammed,  by  the  way,  the  effect  is  similar  to  that 
of  a  can  of  Spam  hitting  the  fan:  the  message  is  posted  several  limes  in  thousands  of  message  groups,  forcing  millions  to 
read  the  same  add  over  and  over  again.  This  sparked  Netwide  pandemonium.  People  wrote  programs  that  automatically 
erased  any  message  that  this  couple  tried  to  post,  in  news  groups  everywhere  the  culprits  were  being  flamed  (rudely  and 
repeatedly  insulted)  and  many  called  for  their  expulsion  from  the  Net.  One  particularly  clever  programmer  in  Australia 
wrote  a  program  that  sent  the  villains  1000  peices  of  phoney  e-mail  asking  for  application  forms  every  minute. 
The  Internet  offers  many  services,  one  of  which  is  Usenet.  This  is  the  town  square  of  the  internet,  a  place  where  people 
congregate  to  exchage  ideas  and  information,  argue  and  advertise,  and  carry  on  conversations  about  almost  everything. 
Usenet  is  devided  into  thousands  of  message  groups.  For  instance,  in  one  group,  called  alt. fan. lemurs,  the  subject  of  con- 
versation is  exclusively  devoted  to  the  lovable  quirks  of  lemurs.  There  is  a  sub-group,  called  alt. fan. lemurs. cooked.  Groups 
range  from  alt.sex. stories  to  alt.sex.watersports  to  alt. sex. fetish. feet;  from  alt. fan. beer  to  soc.alchohol. support-group;  from 
sci.astronomy.super-novas  to  sci. fractals.  I  even  found  one  called  alt.fan.dave-williams!  Thousands  of  users  post  messages 
here  every  day.  In  the  group  alt.fan.rush-limbaugh,  one  of  the  most  active  newsgroups,  500  new  messages  could  appear  in 
four  or  five  hours. 

Another  internet  service  is  the  Multi-User  Dimension,  or  MUD.  A  MUD  is  like  a  global  Dungeons  and  Dragons,  where 
hundreds  of  players  get  together  to  participate  in  various  role-playing  games.  This  is  a  lot  more  fun  than  it  sounds,  believe 
me.  When  a  hundred  or  more  people  are  playing  one  game,  forming  alliances  and  killing  adversaries,  things  become  very 
interesting  indeed. 

Perhaps  the  most  facinatir.g  feature  of  the  internet  is  the  WAIS,  or  the  Wide  Area  Internet  Search.  With  this  command,  the 
user  searches  hundreds  of  databases  from  all  over  the  world  to  find  anything  or  anything  that  is  realted  to  a  certain  subject. 
For  instance,  every  speech  made  by  President  Clinton's  since  he  took  office  are  located  in  a  database  somewhere  in 
Cincinatti.  Call  up  WAIS  and  enter  the  keyword  "Haiti"  and  a  full-text  copy  of  every  speech  where  "Haiti"  appears  will 
within  seconds  appear  on  the  screen.  Instead  of  waiting  weeks  or  months  for  this  data  to  come  out  in  CD-ROM  fromat 
and  then  having  to  go  to  a  library,  it  is  within  hours  of  the  speech-giving  present  at  your  fingertips  courtesy  of  the  Internet. 
In  addition  to  these  features,  you  may  download  files  from  anywhere  in  the  world,  or  visit  the  libraries  of  any  university, 
or  receive  news  from  almost  every  other  nation.  You  can  talk  to  anyone  who  is  online  at  the  same  time  as  you,  and  in  sec- 
onds send  a  piece  of  e-mail  to  a  colleague  in  Australia  or  Antigua.  And  the  Internet  population  is  growing  exponentially. 
To  some  this  phenomenton  is  scary.  It  is  easy  to  imagine  the  computer  nerd  who  gets  all  his  information  from  WAIS's, 
forms  all  his  opinions  based  on  .policies  newsgroups,  derives  all  his  entertainment  from  MUD's,  whose  only  social  con- 
tact is  through  e-mail  and  whose  libido  is  defined  by  any  or  all  of  the  more  than  twenty  .sex  groups.  I'm  sure  this  kind  of 
technological  roadkill  exists  already,  but  the  benefits  of  the  Net  far  outweigh  its  drawbacks.  The  Internet  is  a  place  where 
everything  is  free:  information,  data,  advice,  and  entertainment.  It  is  the  closest  thing  to  a  stable  anarchy  that  exists:  there 
are  no  Net  Police,  there  is  no  Net  President.  Authority  is  rejected  wherever  it  tries  to  insinuate  itself.  The  few  rules  that 
exist  are  by  and  large  common-sensical,  and  they  are  generally  followed.  In  reality,  there  are  no  limits  to  the  Internet.  It 
will  continue  to  grow  and  expand  until  not  to  be  a  member  will  be  a  significant  draw  back  to  the  educator  and  student, 
businessman  and  consumer,  and  theorist  and  researcher.

Endurance  Sports  and  Character 
The  key  to  living  is  to  intensify  experience. 

I  can  think  of  many  expressions  of  this,  this  but  the  one 
I  am  most  familiar  with  is  sports.  The  most  popular  myth 
is  that  playing  sports  builds  charecter;  it  doesn't..  What  it 
does,  rather,  is  to  reveal  it.  It  is  common  for  self-actual- 
ized people  to  have  a  highly-developed  sense  of  self- 
knowledge,  and  what  sports  allows  is  increased  self- 
knowledge.  Thus,  the  idea  is  to  put  yourself  in  a  situation 
experiencing  the  extreme,  and  to  stand  outside  oneself 
and  observe.  You  will  be  surprised  at  what  you  can  dis- 
cover. 

I  have  experienced  the  extreme  through  endurance  activ- 
ities. These  events,  as  a  rule,  last  more  than  two  hours  and 
have  lasted  up  to  thirteen  hours.  I've  wondered  at  times 
what  these  trials  have  taught  me,  of  course,  and  below  I 
list  a  handful  of  the  things  I've  learned  while 
running  and  biking.  Would  you  learn  the  same?  Perhaps.
